In response to the Decision on petition mailed on May 21 , 2008, the undersigned provides 
the following statement and evidences. 

The above identified application became abandoned as of March 11, 2003 for failure to 
reply to the Office action mailed on December 1 0, 2002. 

However, the applicants did not receive nor were aware of the Office action of December 
10, 2002 until May 2006. 

This application was filed via postal mail from Taiwan by the two inventors themselves. 
After filing the application, they did not receive any communications from the USPTO. As lack 
of experience, they waited for a long time before deciding to hire a Taiwanese patent firm, 
United China International Patent & Trademark Office, to look into this matter. On September 
22, 2005, United China International Patent & Trademark Office sent me a letter (Evidence 1), 
asking me to check the status of this application. 

After receiving the letter of September 22, 2005, 1 contacted the USPTO via telephone in 
the hope of locating this application. I talked to a staff of the initial examination department over . 
the phone, she (I did not have a record of her name) tried to search this application by inventors' 

1 . . 
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name, the title of invention, and the possible filing date, but could not find any application that 
matches. I reported this search result to United China International Patent & Trademark Office 
in a letter dated October 20, 2005 (Evidence 2). At this point of time, it appeared that this 
application could be located and probably was lost. 

On May 26, 2006, United China International Patent & Trademark Office sent me a letter 
(Evidence 3), asking me to file a new application for the same invention if the original 
application could not be found in USPTO. 

After receiving the letter of May 26, 2006, I searched the USPTO database again. 
Somehow, this time I was able to find out that this application was received on January 17, 2001 
and assigned an application 09/771,516, but was already abandoned by the USPTO. I reported 
this search result to United China International Patent & Trademark Office in a letter dated May 
26, 2006 (Evidence 4). In the same letter, I informed the applicants that an unintentionally 
abandoned can be revived. 

On June 6, 2008, United China International Patent & Trademark Office sent me a letter 
(Evidence 5), confirming that the applicants wish to revive this application. 

On June 6, 2008, I sent United China International Patent & Trademark Office a letter 
(Evidence 6), forwarding two statements for the inventors to sign. 

Not receiving the signed statements of the inventors, I filed a petition for reviving 
unintentionally abandoned application on June 22, 2006. The petition of June 22, 2006 was 
dismissed by a Decision dated February 20, 2007. 

I filed a renewed petition on April 19, 2007. The renewed petition was dismissed by a 
Decision dated May 21, 2008. In reply, a second renewed petition is filed herewith. 

From the above explanation and the facts shown by Evidences 1-6, it is clear that the 
abandonment was never intentional, and there is no intentional delay in reviving this application. 
Revival of this application is requested.
